I understand that Supt. Fox, of the Philada. Mint, is exacting a bond of $2500 each for the 
employees of that establishment, and that the said security is being furnished by the American 
Security Company of New York City, and other expectations of like character, and that the costs 
in each case will average $5. The salaries of many of the employees are quite small, and this tax 
upon them seems like an imposition in order to increase the revenue of the corporations referred 
to. 


It is hardly just that there should be one rule for the Treasury Department employees in 
Philadelphia; and a different one for the Washington department. I believe the bonds are exacted 
from the female employees, watchmen, laborers, &c., in your department. 


Will you please favor me with an early reply by what authority at law or regulation Supt. 
Fox exacts the surety referred to.
